This ſpecies of Juſticia, long ſince figured in the Hortus 
Malabaricus, and deſcribed in the Species Plantarum of LI x- 
x £Us, has been introduced to the Royal Garden at Kew, ſince 
the publication of the Hortus Kewenj/is, by Mr. Aro: it is 
a ſtove plant, producing, almoſt the year through, abundance 
of flowers, diſtinguiſhed not leſs for their ſingularity than their 
ſnowy whiteneſs; the following deſcription, taken from the living 
plant, is fuller than that of Linn Aus in the Sp. Pl. 

Dzscr. Stalk ſhrubby, ſomewhat angular, three feet or 
more in height, green, very much branched, ſlightly pubeſcent ; 
Leaves oppoſite, ſtanding on ſhort footſtalks, ovato-lanceolate, 
running out to a ſhort blunt point, entire, veiny, a little downy ; 
Peduncles from the alæ of the leaves, alternate, dichotomous, 
two ſmall bracteæ are placed at each bifurcation ; Flowers pure 
white, inodorous; Calyx compoſed of five lanceolate, entire 
leaves, continuing ; theſe, as well as the whole of the plant, are 
beſet with minute tranſparent globules, viſible with a magnifier ; 
Corolla deciduous, tube linear, grooved, pale green, ſlightly 
villous, bending a little upward; upper lip very narrow, bent 
back, bifid at the extremity, the edges toward the baſe rolled 
back, ſo as to make it appear in that part almoſt tubular; lower 
lip depending, trifid, ſegments equal, obtuſe at the baſe, round, 
the mouth of the tube marked with fine purple dots; Filaments 
two, ſhort, projecting from the mouth of the tube, finally bend- 
ing back; Antheræ at firſt yellow, afterwards livid ; Germen 
oblong, ſmooth ; Style capillary, ſlightly hairy; Stigma bifid. 

The plant is increaſed by cuttings ; in the Hort. Malab. the 
bruiſed leaves are deſcribed as in uſe for the cure of cutaneous 
eruptions,

Of the ſeventy ſpecies of Meſembryanthemum deſcribed in 
the Hortus Kewenſis, this is the only one with green flowers. 

Mr. MassoN introduced it from the Cape in 1774. 

The flowers are not only remarkable for their colour, but 
the extreme fineneſs of the florets; they begin to come forth 
in July, and continue to be produced till the end of September; 
the plant is eaſily increaſed by cuttings, is of ready growth, 
and blows freely. 

In Mr. HaworThn's Ob/ervations an the Genus Meſembryan- 
themum, lately publiſhed, there 1s a very ample deſcription of 
it, to which we refer ſuch of our readers as wiſh for more 


minute information reſpecting it.

We rejoice in the opportunity afforded us, of preſenting our 
readers with the coloured engraving of a plant recently intro- 
duced to this country, which, as an ornamental one, promiſes 
to become an acquiſition highly valuable. 

This magnificent ſpecies of Chryſanthemum, which we have 
hitherto ſeen only in the collection of Mr. Corviii, Nurlery- 
man, King's-Road, Chelſea, began to flower with him early 
in November laſt, 1795; and as there were many buds on the 
plant, at that time, yet unopened, it appeared as if it would 
continue to flower during the early part of the winter at leaſt. 

It is a plant of ſtrong growth; the ſtem riſing to the height 
of two or three feet, ſomewhat woody, much branched, beſet 
with numerous leaves, having ſome reſemblance to thoſe of 
Mugwort, of a greyiſh hue; the flowers, on being ſmelt to, 
diſcover an agreeable fragrance, they are produced on the 
ſummits of the branches in a looſe ſort of cluſter (thoſe which 
terminate the main ſtem, grow to the ſize of a large carnation) 


of a dark purple colour; they are, it is to be obſerved, double, 
or 
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or rather between ſemidouble and double; the florets of the 
radius at firſt perfectly tubular or quilled, as they advance 
ſplit gradually downward on the inſide, their outſide 
is of a greyiſh tint, which being viſible in moſt of the 
florets, eſpecially the ounger ones, gives them a parti. 
coloured appearance ; F ar florets do not ſo completely oc. 
cupy the receptacle but that room is left for a few others in 
the centre, of a difterent form, and yellow colour, which, on 
examination, appear to have their parts perfect, as indeed do 
thoſe of the radius; the receptacle is beſet with membranous 
palez or chafty ſcales, a circumſtance which would lead us to 
conſider this plant rather as an Anthemts than a Chry/anthemum, 
of which it has the calyx, with the foliage of Mugwort. 

New as this plant 1s to us, it appears to have been cultivated 
in China for ages: Lixxzus, who delcribes it in his Species 
Plantar. refers us to a bgure in the Hortus Malabaricus ; this 
figure, and the deſeription accompanying it, agree generally 
with our plant, but the flowers are more double, much ſmaller, 
leſs cluſtered, and do not correſpond in point of colour, yet 
there can be no doubt but our plant is a varicty of the ſame; 
It is there deſcribed as growing in ſandy fituations, and having 
green petals. 

Rumenivs, in his highly intereſting work, the Herbarium 
Ambornenſe is much more minute in his information ; he ob- 
ſerves, that thele plants were originally brought from China, 
where they flower in May and June; that there are two forts 
principally cultivated in India, the white and yellow-flowered, 
and a third fort, differing only in the colour of its flowers, 
which are red (the variety, as we ſuppole, here figured) began 
to be known among them at Amboyna ; the flowers there do 
not expand well, owing to their being produced at the rainy 
lealon, and they decay without producing any ſecd. 

He tells us further, that it is cultivated chiefly for pleaſure; 
that the natives and the Dutch plant it only in the borders of 
their gardens, in which it docs not ſuece ed ſo well as in pots; 
and that, if it remains more than two years in the fame ſpot, 
it degenerates, becomes leſs woody, and often wholly periſhes ; 
that the Chinele, by whom it 1s held in high eſtimation, pay 
great attention to its culture; they ſet it in pots and jars, and 
place it before the windows ol their apartments, and that it is 
not unuſual for them when they invite their friends to an enter- 
tamment to decorate their tables with it; on thoſe occaſions, 
he that produces the largelt flower, is conſidered as conferring 
the greateſt honour on his gueſts; beſides theſe three varieties 
already mentioned, they have a fourth, which is more rare, 
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whoſe flowers are of a greeniſh aſh colour (is not this the 
var, figured in the Hort. Maladb, ?) all theſe varieties growing 
in ſeparate pots, they place in certain quarters which they par- 
ticularly wiſh to decorate, and the effect they produce is highly 
plealing; in the cultivation of this plant they ſpare no pains, 
the ſhorter it is and the larger its flowers, the more it is 
eſteemed; to make it dwarfiſh, and at the ſame time pro- 
ductive of flowers, they check its growth; for, it ſuffered to 
grow rude, it aſſumes a wild nature, and produces little but 
leaves; when it is coming into flower, of the three bloſſoms 
which uſually terminate each branch, they pluck off two, and 
thus the remaining flower grows larger; by this, and other 
management, they cauſe the flowers to grow to the breadth of 
one's hand : he enumerates ſtill a fifth fort with white flowers, 
which is extremely rare, and ſmaller than the others, called 
T/chuy ſay fi, that is the drunken woman ; its flowers morning 
and evening flag, and hang down as it debilitated by intoxi- 
cation, in the middle of the day they become erett, and foltow 
the courſe of the ſun ; but this (moſt probably a diſtinct ſpecies) 
is not exported from China. Finally, he remarks, that the 
Chineſe and Malays are fo attached to theſe flowers, that they 
even decorate their hair with them. 

TnuNxBERG, in his Hora Faponica, enumerates it among the 
natives of that country, and deſcribes it as growing ſpontaneouſly 
in Papenberg, near Nagaſaki, and elſewhere, obſerving, that it is 
cultivated for the extreme beauty of its flowers in gardens and 
houſes throughout the whole empire of Japan, and that the 
{lowers vary infinitely in point of colour, ſize, and plenitude. 
K+MPFER'S account of it in his Amen. Exot. is very ſimilar. 

This Chryſanthemum appears to be a hardy greenhouſe plant, 
and it is highly probable that, like the Camellia and Aucuba, it 
will bear the cold of our mild winters without injury. 

As it flowers fo late, there is but little proſpect of its pro- 
ducing ſeeds with us, but it may be increaſed by cuttings, and 
parting of the roots,

Of the annual ſpecies of Trifo/ium cultivated by the curious 
here, this is one of the largeſt, as well as one of the moſt 
ſhewy ; the bloſſoms in the plants which we have had an 
opportunity of obſerving, have been of a bright crimſon 
colour, and have therefore correſponded badly with the name 
of incarnatum, originally applied to the plant by ſome of the 
old botaniſts, and adopted by Lixx xus ; like other Trefoils 
with red flowers, the blofloms are doubtleſs found with 
different ſhades of colour, and ſometimes wholly white. 

It is a native of Italy, a hardy annual, cultivated here by 
PARKINSON in 1640, flowers in July, and readily ripens 1ts 
ſeeds, by which it is eaſily raiſed. It appears to have been 
loſt out of this country ſince its firſt introduction, as it is not 
mentioned by MiirER; Mr. Alrox enumerates it among 
the productions of Kew-Garden, and we laſt ſummer ſaw 
ſeveral plants of it raiſed from foreign ſeeds flowering in the 
garden of Joun SyYwwmoxs, Eſq. Paddington- Houle, Pad- 
dington, who has to boaſt a collection of hardy herbaccous 
plants ſuperior to moſt in this country; his readineſs to oblige 
me with ſpecimens for drawing on this occaſion, and his 
various acts of kindneſs exerted in the promotion of my 
botanical views, I have to acknowledge with much gratitude,

The Ononis Natrix, a plant uſually to be met with in all 
general collections of green-houſe plants, is a native of Spain, 
and the South of France, where it is ſaid to grow wild in the 
corn- fields. 

The general practice ſanctioned by that of Mr. AtTox, is 
to conſider this ſpecies as tender; Mr. MILLER ſays it is very 
hardy, and recommends it to be planted in the open border, 
a treatment likely to ſuit it in mild winters; there is, however, 
one part of his account evidently erroneous, he deſcribes the 
r00! as perennial, and the ſtem as herbaceous, this is not onl 
contrary to Lixxzus's ſpecific deſcription, but to fact, the 
llals being undoubtedly ſhrubby. 

\s this plant in the courſe of a year or two is apt to grow 
"ur of form, it is adviſable either to renew it frequently by 
wed, which it produces in abundance, or to keep it cloſely 
cut in. 

It lowers from the middle of ſummer till towards the cloſe, 
14 15 propagated readily either by feeds or cuttings.

Ditttx1vs has figured and deſcribed this plant in his 
Hortus Elthamenſis as an Abutilon: Lixnzus in his Sp. Pl. 
has ranked it with the S/4a's, in which he has been followed by 
Prof. Munk RAY, Meſſrs. Aitron and CavaxiLLE ; but Prof. 
CMELIN, in the laſt edition of Linxzvus' Sy. Nat. has made 
another new genus of it, by the name of Anoda ; as his reaſons 
for ſo doing are by no means cogent, we join the majority in 
continuing it a Sida. 

It flowered in the garden of Mr. SytraArD, at Eltham, in 
1725, and was introduced from Mexico, where 1t 1s a native; 
Mr. Aro conſiders it as a ſtove plant, as he does the 
Tropeolum majus, and other natives of South- America; ſtrictly 
ſpeaking they may be ſuch, but if raiſed early, and treated 
like other tender annuals, this plant will flower and ripen its 
leeds in the open ground, as we have experienced at 
Brompton. 

It grows to the height of three feet, or more, producing 
during the months of July and Auguſt a number of bloſſoms 
in ſucceſſion, which are large and ſhewy ; the ſtigmata in this 
lower are curious objects, reſembling the heads of Fungi

Moſt of the Oenothera tribe are annual, have large yellow 
flowers, which open once only, and that in the evening, 
diſplaying their beauty, and exhaling their fragrance at a time 
which will not admit of their being much enjoyed ; the preſent 
ſpecies in ſome reſpetts deviates from many of the others, the 
root is perennial, the flowers which are large and ſhewy, though 
they open in the evening, remain expanded during moſt of the 
enſuing day; the flower-buds, the germen, and the ſtalk are 
enlivened by a richneſs of colour which contributes to render 
this ſpecies one of the moſt ornamental and deſirable of the 
tribe, 

It is a hardy perennial, growing to the height of three or 
four feet, with us altogether herbaceous, and therefore impro- 
perly called frutico/a; a native of Virginia, flowering from 
June to Auguſt: was cultivated in 1739 by Mr. MiLLER.

Ancient writers on plants, ſuppoſing that the flowers of this 
genus produced abundantly the material of which bees form 
their wax, gave it the name of Cerinthe, which rendered into 
Engliſh would be wax-flower or waxwort, not honeywort, by 
which the genus has long been, and 1s now, generally called, 

Of this genus there are only two ſpecies known, the major 
and the minor, both happily diſtinguiſhed by the different form 
of their flowers, a part from which it is not common to draw 
lpecthc differences, though in ſome inſtances they afford the belt. 

The mayor varies much, the leaves being ſometimes ſpotted, 
very rough, and the flowers of a more yellow hue ; this is the 
lort figured by Gerard in his Herbal, who mentions its 
growing in his garden (1597). Mirrzx conſiders this as a 
ſpecies, but Lixx «us, HALLER, Airtox, and others, regard 
it as a variety; our figure repreſents the Cerinthe plaber of 
M11LER. 

This is an annual, remarkable for the ſingular colour of its 
toliage ; its flowers, though not very brilliant, poſſeſs a con- 
Jerable ſhare of beauty; both combined render it worthy 
a place in our gardens, more eſpecially as it is a plant of caſy 
culture, coming up ſpontaneouſly from ſelf-ſown ſeeds, and 
being a native of Switzerland, as well as the more ſouthern 
parts of Europe, ſeedling plants produced in the Autumn 
rarely ſuffer by our winters, It flowers in July, Auguſt, and 
September.

Of this genus 28 ſpecies are enumerated in the Hortus Kew- 
enjis of Mr. AiTtoN, 42 in Prof. Murray's ed. of the Syſſema 
Vegetab. and 64 in Prof. GukLix's 1gth ed. of Linn. Syſt. Nat. 
of the latter number 14 are deſcribed with 5 ſtyles, 46 with 3, 
2 with 2 ſtyles, and 2 with 1; when the term monogynum was 
firſt applied to this ſpecies it was a proper one, there being 
then only one in that predicament, another having ſince been 
diſcovered it ceaſes to be ſo now ; ſome have indeed doubted 
the propriety of uſing the word monogynum at all, alledging that 
in reality there are live ſtyles, which manifeſtly ſhew themſelves 
above, though they coaleſce below; ſuch is the opinion of my 
friend, Dr. Gwvx ; this is a point on which Botaniſts will 
think differently. 

This elegant native of China, now common in our green- 
houſes, appears from Mr. Mili to have been firſt in- 
troduced to this country in 1753, by Hucn, Duke of 
NorTHUMBERLAND; he tells us, that the plants were raiſed 
in his Grace's curious garden at Stanwick, from whence the 
Apothecaries garden at Chelſea was furniſhed with it. 

Mr. M1LLitx has given us a minute deſcription of this plant, 
which he obſeryes is the more valuable, as it continues in 
flower great part of the year; he obſerves further, that if 
planted in a very warm ſituation, it will live in the open air, 
but that thoſe plants which ſtand abroad will not flower in 
winter, as thole do which which are removed into ſhelter in 
autumn.

Prof, Jacguin, and moſt modern writers on Botany, con- 
ſider the Qyonis here figured, as the rotundifolia of Lix x us ; 
It accords certainly with the figure of Dodon. to which that au- 
thor refers, but is irreconcilcable with his deſeription; the 
leaves for example are neither parva, integerrima, nor glabra, 
the words by which Lixxzvus deſcribes them; they are in- 

deed evidently ſerrated in the figure of Dodon. which he quotes: 
by the name of rolundifolta, however, this plant is now very 
generally known in our nurſeries, to which its beauty has 
gained it admiſhon, Log E tells us in his Adver/aria, printed 
in 1576, that the plant was then growing in the garden of a 
Mr. MonGAN; as it is not enumerated in Mr. M11ltR's 
Dictionary, ed.

This beautiful ſtove plant (a native of Cayenne and Guiana, 
where it is ſaid to grow by the ſides of rivers) was introduced 
to this country in 1785, by Baron Haxe*; it has ſince flowered 
in many of our collections, uſually in June and July. 

Stem or trunk ſhrubby, upright, chmbing to a conſiderable 
height; bark of the old wood pale brown, of the young wood 
green and ſmooth; leaves generally growing four together, 
ſometimes only two, and thoſe oppoſite, ſeſſile, ſmooth, and 
gloſſy above, paler green beneath, the midrib on the under- 
ide evidently villous, veiny, veins as in Plumeria, termina- 
ting before they reach the margin, chewed diſcovering little 
taſte; flowers very large, produced even on young plants, 
of a fine yellow colour, and ſomewhat ſpicy ſmell, not terminal, 
but growing from the ſides of the branches, ſometimes ſingly, 
more frequently three or four together, ſtanding on ſhort 
footſtalks ; calyx compoſed of five leaves, lanceolate, ſmooth, 
unequal, ſhort compared with the flower; corolla mono- 
petalous, funnel-ſhaped, tube nearly cylindrical, limb dilated 
below and bellying out, on the inſide ſtriped with orange- 
coloured veins, above divided into five ſegments, which roll

over each other before they open, when open broad, ſome. 
what truncated, one fide rounded, the other terminating in a 
ſort point; at the baſe of the diviſions the yellow coloux on 
the inſide of the flower becomes nearly white, forming ſo many 
ſpots; the mouth of the tube is perfectly cloſed with villi 
converging to a point, and which ſerve as a covering or ſpecies 
of thatch to five long, pointed, rigid, arrow-ſhaped antherz 
beneath them, which fit on the top of ſo many ridges, pro- 
jeRting from the inſide of the tube, and which juſt beneath 
the antheræ are villous ; germen nearly round, with a ſlight 
ridge on each fide of it, ſurrounded at its baſe by a greeniſh 
glandular ſubſtance ; ſtyle filiform, the length of the tube of 
the corolla, enlarging as it comes near to the ſtigma ; ſtigma 
diviſible into three diſtin parts, the lowermoſt of a yellowiſh 
hue, in the form of a rim turning downwards, the middle of 
a dark green colour, ſecreting honey in conſiderable quantity ; 
the ſummit, which perhaps 1s the true ſtigma, a ſhort conical 
point, riſing from the centre of the middle part, bifd at top, 
with a furrow running down each ſide of it; ſeed-veſlels, 
according to the figure in AuBLeT, are very large and 
prickly. | *

Mr. MirrEx in his figure of this plant, to which Linx «us 
refers, has been more happy in his repreſentation than in that 
of many others; Rumynivs' figure and deſcription accord 
alſo with our plant, ſome of his leaves indeed are more per- 
ſeatly three-lobed than any we have ſeen here on the living 
plant, and to this variation, he informs us, they are ſubje&. 

We learn from Mr. MirIER, that roots of this Arum were 
brought from Ceylon in the year 1752. It flowers in May 
and j une, and is regarded both by Mr. MILLER and Mr. AttoN 
as a ſtove plant; we have ſeen it ſucceed very well with the 
treatment of a tender green-houſe plant. 

It is one of the leaſt of the tribe; its root is like that of 
the common Arum, and extremely acrid : but the plant is 
more particularly diſtinguiſhed by the rich, brown, velvety 
appearance of its flowers; the length of its tapering ſpadix, 
which on its lower part 1s full of little cavities, and reſembles a 
piece of metal corroded by long expoſure ; and by the into- 
lerable ſtench which the whole of the flower, but more eſpe- 
cially the ſpadix, ſends forth. 

It is a native of Amboyna, as well as of Ceylon. Ru urnius 
informs us that the roots, ſometimes eaten raw by miſtake, 
cauſe violent inflammations of the mouth and throat, and that 
they do not loſe their acrimony even when boiled. 

The plant increaſes freely by offsets from its roots.

Aſter receiving various names, this plant has been finally 
placed by Linn us among the Milkworts; it retains the 
trivial name of Heiſleria, inſtead of the generic one previouſly 
beſtowed on it, in honour of Prof. HeisTER, the celebrated 
Lerman Surgeon. 

In Holland it appears to have been long fince known; but 
was a ſtranger here, till introduced from the Cape, by Mr.

In the courſe of a few years it becomes a ſhrub of con- 


iderable ſize, equalling a ſmall furze buſh, to which, in its 
habit, it bears a diſtant reſemblance; and furze-leaved, in 
our humble opinion, would have been a more expreſſive name 
Han heath-leaved, which Mr. Alrox has given it in accord- 
ance with ComMEL1N's idea. 

The purple of the flowers is brilliant in the extreme, and 
5 thoſe are plentifully produced almoſt the year through, it 
bas very generally obtained a place in collections of green- 
zouſe plants about London.

The Scilla amæna, a hardy bulbous plant of ſmall growth, is 
a native of the Levant, and has long been cultivated in this 
country for ornament, being introduced about the year 1600, 
by Ep. Lord Zovucu (vid. Park. Parad. & Lobel. Averſ.); 
when it grows luxuriantly, many flowering ſtems will ſpring 
from the ſame root, which, when the plant is in flower, are 
altogether upright; as the ſeed-veſlels advance in ſize and 
weight, they bend down, the bloſſoms are violet-coloured, and 
the germen in the centre of each is diſtinguiſhed for the pale- 
neſs of its colour, a character which did not elcape the obſer- 
vation of PARKINSON. 

It flowers early in May, and, in favourable ſituations, ripens 
its ſeeds in the beginning of June. 

Is uſually increaſed by offsets, which are produced in toler- 
able abundance ; will grow in almoſt any ſoil or ſituation ; 
but will ſucceed beſt if planted in a ſandy loam, and a warm 
ſheltered part of the garden.

Amidſt that variety of tender bulbous plants which the 
Cape aftords, there are none whoſe flowers can boaſt a richer 
ſcarlet, than the Aniholyza here figured; in their form allo, 
there 1s great ſingularity, and in their mode of growth much 
elegance; to us indeed it is matter of ſurpriſe that this plant 
ſhould not be more generally cultivated, eſpecially as its cul- 
ture is attended with ſo little trouble: Mr. Mil, who 
grew it in 1756, has minutely deſcribed it in his Dictionary;

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To a magnificent appearance, the bloſſom of the Protea 
joins a ſtructure extremely curious and intereſting ; but, at che 
ſame time, difficult to be underſtood by ſtudents, who are apt 
to conſider the whole as one great fimple flower, while in 
reality it is compoſed of a number of florets encloſed within a 
common calyx formed of numerous leaves or ſcales placed one 
over the other, and fitting on one common receptacle, being 
in ſat what Botaniſts term an aggregate flower, approaching 
indeed near to a compound one, there being in the ſtructure 
and union of the antheræ a conſiderable fimilarity to thoſe of 
the Syngeneſia claſs, much more fo than in the flowers of 
”lantain, Scabious, Teaſel, and others. =

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The florets of the preſent ſpecies correſpond extremely well 
with the charafter of the genus Leucadendron in the fixth 
edition of the Genera Pl. of Linxzvus, but not with that of 
Protea, as given in the Hort. Kew. and Gmel. ed. Linn. Sy}. 
Nat. to which it is now united; the corolla being moſt evi. 
dently compoſed of two (not four) petals, the largeſt of theſe is 
trifid at top, each ſegment of it, as well as the ſummit of the 
ſmaller petal, terminates in a twiſted kind of plume, not pecu- 
liar to this ſpecies ; of the anther, which are long, linear, and 
form a kind of cylinder, three are attached to the largeſt 
petal, the fourth (which appears to be leſs perfect than the 
others) to the ſmaller petal; the germen is enveloped with 
numerous orange-coloured hairs, having the gloſs of the richeſt 
ſattin ; the antheræ terminate in ſmall appendages of a brown 
colour. 

This magnificent ſhrub, a principal ornament of the Cape- 
Houſe at Kew, 1s a native of the Cape of Good Hope, from 
whence it was introduced by Mr. Massoxn, in 1774 (Att. Kerw.); 
it flowers chiefly in the Spring, and often during the Summer 
is propagated principally by layers, 

Our drawing was made from a plant raiſed from Cape ſeeds, 
which flowered this ſeaſon, among a number of others equally 
curious, in the collection of Mr, Baxz, Nurſeryman and

Of the ſeveral different ſpecies of this genus growing in our 
garden at this preſent writing (eleven in number) two only are 
of a red or purple colour, the one here figured, and another 
with a larger flower, which we purpole ſoon to publiſh under 
the name of purpurea. 

The preſent ſpecies, Mr. Aro informs us, was introduced 
in 1783 by Monſ. Tnoviy, from Peru. 

It has been conſidered as a greenhouſe plant, and a perennial; 
we find it to be more hardy than greenhouſe plants in general, 
amd ſcarcely entitled to the diſtinction of a perennial. 

It may be increaſed by cuttings and ſeeds, the latter of which 
are plentifully produced. It rarely exceeds a foot in height ; 
its roſe-coloured flowers expand during the whole of the day, 
and are produced during moſt of the Summer months. 

To guard againſt accidental ſeverity of weather, ſow its ſeeds 
in the Spring with tender annuals; when the plants have ac- 
quired a proper age and the ſeaſon is favourable, plant them 


out ſingly in the open border.

To this ſpecies of Calceolaria the trivial name of Fothergi/lit 
has been given in honour of Dr. Joun Fornerc11t, who 
introduced it in 1777, with ſeveral other rare Plants from 
Falkland-Iflands, where it is a native. 

In the Hortus Ketwenſis of Mr. Alro it was firſt figured, 
and minutely deſcribed. 

This plant of great ſingularity and beauty particularly merits 
a place in the collections of the curious; its principal flowering 
ſcaſon is in May, but it will often bloſſom much later in the 
Summer. 

It is not to be had in perfection, nor even preſerved, without 
great attention, joined to a peculiar treatment; ſeveral times it 
has been nearly loſt from this country. Mr. Arrox makes it 
a biennial greenhouſe plant; it, no doubt, is one of thoſe plants 
which are liable to be killed in very ſevere weather, and there- 
fore it is neceſſary to keep a pot of It at leaſt, during the 
Winter, cither in the greenhouſe or a well-ſecured frame ; but 
the plant will be found to ſucceed beſt in the open ground, pro- 

vided it be planted in bog- earth, in a ſituation that is moiſt and 
moderately ſhady ; with us 1t has proved perfectly perennial. 

With care it may be propagated by layers and cuttings, but 
with moſt certainty in the former mode ; poſſibly it may be 
raiſed from ſeeds, they ripen here, but are as fine as duſt.

Mr. Atro in his Hort. Kew, mentions this plant as being a 
native of New-Zealand, on the authority of Sir Joszen 
Bax ks, and that 1t was introduced in 1772 ; he regards it as a 
ſtove plant; it has been ſince found to be more hardy than he 
imagined, and not to require more heat than the greenhouſe 
affords ; in the Summer it will ſtand abroad, and even ripen 
its fruit in the open air. 


It is a plant of ſome beauty, but is more remarkable for having 
its anthere ſeparating widely from each other, and thereby 
loſing the charatter of a Solanum, fo far as it depends on that 
circumſtance. The berries when ripe are of the ſize of a 
ſmall! plum, and of a yellowiſh green huc ; their pulp 1s ſweet, 
in lome mall degree reſen bling that of a fig, whether it be ſo 
innocent we do not take on us to allert, 


It flowers during moſt o! the Summer, and is eaſily increaſed 
by cuttings or ſecds.

Of the many new Heaths which have been introduced within 
thele few years, none have excited greater admiration than the 
preſent one; its bloſſoms, though they cannot boaſt the 
grandeur or richneſs of colour fo ſtrikingly diſplayed in the 
cerinlboides, and ſome others, pleaſe more on a near inſpettion, 
they have dead a delicacy and beauty which are indeſcribable; 
we have given to it the Engliſh name of Porcelain Heath, as 
the flowers have ſomewhat the appearance of porcelain, or 
enamel, 

This ſpecies has been introduced from the Cape, fince the 
publication of the Hortus Rewenſis ; we law it in bloſſom many 
years ſince, in the Royal Garden at Kew; ſeveral varieties of it 
have been raiſed from Cape ſeeds by Mr. Lopbicts, Nurſery- 
man, at Hackney, diftering in the hairineſs of their leaves, ſize 
and colour of their bloſſoms; but the belt variety we have ſeen is 
the one here repreſented. 

In point of form the bloſſoms reſemble thoſe of the ampul- 
lacea, but they are not ſo large, and have no viſcidity ; the 
{tigma is encloſed within the mouth of the flower, and the 
peduncles are uſually naked; in ſome very luxuriant ſpecimens 
we have obſerved a ſcale or two on them, 

It is with Heaths, in ſome reſpects, as it is with fruit trees; 
one ſeaſon they will produce bloſſoms moſt abundantly, they 
ſeem indeed to overblow themſelves, the next few appear; in 
different years the bloſſoms of the ſame heath will vary alſo 
conſiderably in ſize. The ventrics/a is a free blower, and will 
in general produce flowers in abundance, for two or three 
months, from June to September. 

Thoſe who pofleſs the knack of ſtriking heaths, raiſe it by 
cuttings without much difficulty.

LIS xs has arranged ſeveral diſtin ſpecies of Saxifrage 
under the Saxifraga Cotyledon, but very properly ſeparates this; 
though in the general form of its foliage it is as nearly related 
to it as moſt of the others; from four of them it is indeed 
perfectly diſtin, inſtead of the ſawed cartilaginous edge, it 
has only fine ſoft hairs, more eſpecially towards the baſe; 
towards the extremity there 1s ſome appearance of little teeth, 
but widely differing from thoſe of the others. The whole plant 
is covered with viſcid hairs; the ſtalk about a foot high, is 
much branched ; but the great peculiarity of this plant conſiſts 
in its flowers, the petals being long, narrow, and pointed, and 
of a ſaffron colour, of a deeper tint when they firſt open, and 
gradually changing to a pale yellow ; the beauty of the flowers 
1s heightened by a glandular ſubſtance in the centre of cach, 
which when the flower expands is of a bright purple colour. 

This rare ſpecies of Saxifrage is a native of the Alps of 
Switzerland and Italy ; we raiſed it with difficulty from ſeeds 
{ent us by Mr. Davar, of Orbe, in Switzerland; it was three 
years before the plants flowered; thoſe now in bloom in my 
garden, June 15, bid fair to produce ſeeds in abundance ; the 
plant may alſo be produced from offsets, in the ſame way as the 
Saxifraga Cotyledon, vulgarly called Pyramidal Sedum, and 
requires a ſimilar treatment ; though an Alpine plant, it mult 
be ſheltered from much wet and ſevere froſts. 


Baron HALLER deſcribes it with ſpots on the petals ; thoſe .

The ſpecies of Oenothera here figured is the one we 
mentioned in treating of the ro/ea, a very ornamental ſpecies, 
introduced to the Royal Garden at Kew, from the weltern 
coaſt of North-America, in 1791.“ We have given to it the 
name of purpurea, it being the only one in our gardens with 
purple flowers. 

It is diſtinguiſhed by three principal characters, the glaucous 
appearance of its foliage, the purple hue of its bloſſoms, and 
the dark colour of its ſtigma. 

It flowers during the months of july and Auguſt, and ripens 
its ſeeds in September; is an annual of ready growth, and 
worthy of being more generally introduced to the flower- 
garden; its ſeeds ſhould be ſown in the ſpring, with other 
tender annuals, and the ſeedlings when of a proper age planted 
out ſingly in the open border, where they will acquire the 
height of two fect, and produce abundance of bloſſoms which, 
like thoſe of the roſea, open during the day as well as in the 
evening.

In point of ſize and mode of growth, this beautiful ſpecies 
comes near to the prinnata already foured in this work; but 
differs eſſentially in the ſingular hilpidity of its ſtalks, the form 

of its leaves, and the colour of its flowe rs. 

The ſtalks to the naked eye diſcover a maniſeſt roughneſs, a 
magnifying glaſs ſhews this roughnels to be of a ſingular kind, 
that they are - beſet on every f. ide with little protuberances, from 
whence iſſue tuſts of pe ellucid hairs, and here and there a ſingle 
hair is diſcoverable with a {mall red viſcid globule at its extre- 
mity ; a portion of the ſtalk, when highly magnified, fome- 
what reſembles that of the creeping Cereus. The leav es, which 
are not lo manifeſtly hairy as the ſtalk and calyces, are deeply 
jagged on the edges, and bear ſome little affinity in their 
appearance to thole of the Pelargonmm tricolor, The flowers, 
when in bud, arc of the richeſt crimſon imaginable ; as they 
open they incline to a deep orange, and finally become of a 
vellowiſh hue. 

As this plant produces abundance of bloſſoms, they may be 
ſeen in all their ſtates during moit of the Summer and Au- 
tumnal months. 

The plant from whence our drawing was taken, flowered —_

The preſent ſpecies of Mimulus, equal in point of ſhew to 
moſt of the inhabitants of our greenhoules, to which ſituation it 
is adapted, flowered this Summer with Mr. CoLviti, Nurſery- 
man, King's-Road. 

Stalk about three feet high, much branched, ſhrubby, round, 
the young wood green, with a tinge of purple toward the lower 
part of each joint, llightly V iſcid, as it becomes older changing 
to a light brown colour, and diſcovering manifeſt fiſſures ;

From all the ſpecies of Oenothera with vellow flowers 
hitherto introduced to this country, the preſent one is dil 
tinguiſhed by the inferiority of its ſize; in its moſt luxuriant 
tate it rarely exceeds a foot in height, and as it commonly 
grows it is far more humble: from a perennial root 1t ſends 
out many flowering ſtems, which are productive of bloſſoms 
in regular ſucceſſion from April to july: theſe are open in the 
morning as well as in the evening, which renders the plant 
more ornamental and deſirable: for the border of a {mall 
garden, or for rock-work, it is extremely ſuitable, if not ſo 
ſhewy as ſome others; it is very hardy, of ready orowth, not 
apt to encroach, flowers during moſt of the ſummer months, 


and 1s readily propagated by ſeeds, cuttings, or dividing of 


the roots in autumn.

This very magnificent African Heath is firſt deſcribed in 
the Suppl. Pl. of the younger Lixx.xus, and named in ho- 
nour of Mr. Massox, whole exertions at the Cape, where he 
rehded many years as collector of the natural productions of 
that fertile ſpot, have ſo eminently contributed to render the 
royal collection at Kew, in this tribe of plants eſpecially, rich 
in the extreme. 

This Heath grows to a conſiderable height, and becomes 
much branched, the branches are long and upright, covered 
clolely with numerous hoary leaves, nearly cylindrical, molt 
of theſe terminate in a large umbel of flowers, which con- 
tinue a long while in bloom, and are fo extremely viſcous 
that ſcarcely a winged inlett can ſettle on them and eſcape 
with its life; the formidable waſp ſometimes becomes its 
victim, as we once had an opportunity of ſeeing. 

When the Hort. Kew. was firſt publiſhed, this ſpecies had 
not flowered with Mr. Arrox, it has ſince done fo in many 
collettions near town, and no where in greater perfection than 
at Mellrs. Le« and Kexxevpy's, Hammerſmith, on ſome one 
or other of whoſe plants bloſſoms may be ſcen during moſt 
of the ſummer. 

It is raiſed from cuttings with extreme difficulty, is not fo

It is a native of the Cape, and was introduced by Mr. 
Massow in 1774“. 

Is raiſed from ſeeds, which it ripens with us more freely 
than moſt of the African Heaths, a fortunate circumſtance, 
as it 1s ſcarcely poſhble to ſtrike its cuttings. 

Seedling plants rarely flower till they are three years old.

The name of A/theordes and the deicription of Lixnx aus 
accord much better with the figure of this plant, as given by 
Crus1vs, than with the plant itſelf as cultivated in our gardens : 
whether the foliage of our plant becomes ſmaller and more 
finely divided by cultivation; whether it be a diſtinct ſpecies, as 
Mirren affirms, or a permanent variety, as Mr. Airox makes 
it, we have not been able ſatisfactorily to aſcertain; the former 
gives no deſcription of the radical leaves of his c/egantifamus, and 
we have not found in any of our gardens a; ariety "di ferent from 
the one here figured. This ſpecies of Convolvulus, though 
cultivated here by J. TrxapescaxrT in 1656, is far from being 
common, which 1s the more ſurpriſing, 5 the plant is caly of 
culture and produttive of flowers at once large and beautiful, 
and peculiarly intereſting from the extreme variableneſs of its 
ſilky foliage, expanding into the moſt elegant forms imaginable. 

Mr. ST: EVENS, of Camerton-Houle, near Bath, informs me 
that it grows abundantly on the mountains near Vitetri, ſouth— 
ealt of Naples, and in the Ifle of Capri, mixed with Convoly 111 
Cneorum, Lithoſpermum fruticoſum, & c. and in the adjacent 
iſlands and continent, forming a beautiful ornament to the 
ſhrubs it entwines: Cri ustvs obſerved it in Spain and Portugal,

Thoſe who © admire Nature's clocks more than her watches,” 
will view, we preſume, with ſome pleaſure our repreſentation 
of this very ſuperb ſpecies of Hibiſcus, a native of Carolina, 
and cultivated here by Dr. Joux Fornznc 11, in 1778. 

This ſpecies is altogether herbaceous, and from a perennial 
root yearly throws up a ſtem to the height of many feet, 
clothed with foliage of a beautiful form and ſmoothneſs, and 
ſupporting at its ſummit ſeveral flowers, diſtinguiſhed for their 
grandeur and richneſs of colour; theſe uſually bloſſom in 
Auguſt, and if the plant be kept in the ſtove, as it moſt 
commonly 1s, are followed by ripe ſeeds, by which it is moſt 

commonly propagated. 

In the Hort. Kew, it is marked as a greenhouſe plant; it 
may no doubt be preſerved 1 in the greenhouſe ; there is even 
no impediment to its growing in the open border, if placed 
in a warm and ſheltered ſituation; and the only motive for 
keeping it in the ſtove is its being found to, flower there more
